fingers rigidly drawn. As far as these 
points are concerned, the body was in 
the same condition as if he had died a 
natural • death jn his own bed. The 
stomach was in no way 
distended, 


nor was there any water !n It. 


Every indication 
is that the body 


was carefully placed where it 
-A as 


found, by some person or persons v.'ho 
wished to get rid of it. Another thing 
is certain and that is that the young 
man could not have been dead longer 
than three days at the most. WUHe 
the body was slightly swollen, it was 
not decomposed, nnd Undertaker Criss 
says would yet keep for some time. 
The right side of the head is terrioiy 
bruised, the right eye sunken and n 
mark runs from ear to ear under the 
neck which looks as if a rope hac' 
been placed there, but not clear 
around the neck, as this mark runs 
up on either side of the heal, along 
the cars.

TRIAL 


Of Nan Patterson Accused of Caesar 


Young's Murder Comes Up 


Next Month. 


New York, Oct. 19.—Mrs. Nan Pat-

A. Egan of the state board of health, 
who notified Chief of Police O'Neill, 
charging that the home was a fraud. 
The home, which is supposed to be in 
Blue Island, employs 12 women solic- 
itors. In making their rounds they 
dress in green and white gowns cut 
after the fashion of the costume of 
Catholic Sisters of Charity. "The 
Home" has been in operation two 
years, and no doubt of its genuineness 
ever was made public until a pseudo 
nun made charges against the institu- 
tion.

but unsuccessful attempt at recapture 
by the Japanese. In spite of the awful 
slaughter with which they had been 
driven from the hill, the Japanese re- 
turned to the charge during the night 
of Oct. 17, realizing that the hill was

Nine regiments partici- 


pated, creeping up through the night 
and delivering a furious assault at 
dawn. But the hill had been bought 
too dearly by the Russians to relin- 
quish it, and the Japanese were driven 
back with terrible slaughter. The bat- 
tlefield of Lone Tree hill presents the 
most awful spectacle that can be con- 
ceived. Russian and Japanese dead 
are mingled in heaps in inextricable 
confusion. The ground is strewn with 
broken rifles that had been smashed 
in hand-to-hand fighting. Everything 
seems to have been 
utilized 
as 


weapons. 


The storming of Lone Tree hill for 


valor and slaughter will occupya place 
by itself in military annals. Kuropat- 
kin, 
under whose eye the assault was 


made, rechristened it'Poutiloff hill, in 
honor of the man who led the attack at 
the head of Second brigade of the East 
Siberian rifle division, and who was 
subsequently decorated on the field 
with the St. George's cross. The hill 
is a precipitous rocky height, and al- 
though the Japanese occupied it only 
a short time they had thrown up very 
strong defenses. The river running at 
its foot increased the difficulty of the 
task, but it was scaled and carried 
successfully against the unprecedent- 
ed opposition of a Japanese division of 
] 4,000 men with many guns. The Rus- 
sian losses were terrible. The fighting 
on the crest of the hill was altogether 
•with cold steel. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 10.—The news 


that General Kuropatkin has resumed 
the offensive has caused much jubi- 
lation throughout the nation. Cor- 
respondents at the front the last 
48 hours had been hinting that the 
Russian army was en the eve of an- 
other advance, but it was thought here 
that the troops were too exhausted by 
more than a week of Titanic struggle 
to engage in an immediate advance 
movement. Therefore the news of the 
definite resumption of the advance 
was calculated to arouse the greater 
satisfaction. 


The emperor has received a tele- 


gram from General Kuropatkin report- 
ing that the Russians are moving for- 
vard. The reverse sustained by Gen- 
eral Yamada's column has not yet 
been reported by General Kuropatkin 
or General Sakbaroff, except in a ref- 
erence to an unsuccessful Japanese at- 
tack near Shakhe. A Mukden news- 
paper dispatch evidently refers to this 
affair in reporting that the Japanese 
left had been beaten off with terrible 
slaughter and its retreat cut off by a 
Russian army corps. Another dis- 
patch from Mukden confirms the news 
of the Russian advance. There is no 
official confirmation here of the report 
from Tokyo that a. Russian attack on 
the Japanese right on Oct. ] 7 had been 
repulsed. If this report should prove 
true it may involve serious conse- 
quences for the Russians who crossed 
the Shakhe while the river was ford- 
able. According to Mukden dispatches 
the water has since risen man high in 
consequence of heavy rains, and there- 
for it will be well nigh impossible for 
the Russian army to recross the river 
owins: to the absence of bridges.
